Should a widow remarry? 

The National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections pondered the question 
Saturday at the Central Y. M. C. A., 
and answered it in the affirmative. 

Why should a widow remarry? 

“Because,” said George Il. Sehon of 
Louisville, “a husband is a necessary 
part of the family.”’ 

A storm of applause greeted this dec- 
laration—and it was not applause by 
men only. The women delegates to the 
conference joined in with right good wilL 

Five-Minute Discussion. 

Sehon was one of half a dozen persons 
who joined in a five-minute discussion 
of a paper by Miss Alice L. Higgins of 
Boston on “Helping Widowed Mothers 
to Bring Up Future Citizens.”’ Miss 
Florence Windom of Boston said she 
thought it was wrong to require pen- 
sioned widows to swear each month be- 
fore receiving the pension that they had 
no intention of. remarrying. This rule 
makes for perjury, Miss Windom thinks. 
Sehon agreed with Miss Windom. 

“In the South. and Southwest, the 
charitable problem is largely a rural 
problem,” he observed, “and it would 
be absurd for us to try to observe the 
rules laid down in Boston and New 
York, where it is a city problem. It 
is in the mountains of Kentucky that 
I see the most pitiful case of destitu- 
tion. I wish some of your Eastern- 
ors could seé a trronfitain widow In 
her home. You would realize that 
more heart than science is needed in 
helping her. We just try to make her 
comfortable. 

Helps the Widows. 

“IT have helped many such widows, 
and I have danced at the weddings of 
many of them. I encourage them to 
marry. I think they ought to, because 
a husband is a necessary part of the 
family.

Missouri Congressman Points 
Out Inconsistencies of 
Author of. Bill.

WASHINGTON, May "21. Denouncing 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff law as a 
“transparent humbug,” attacking the 
tariff views of its author, Representa- 
tive Sereno Payne, Republican, New 
York, and vigorously assailing President 
Taft for his support of that law, Repre- 
sentative Champ Clark, of Missouri, 
leader of the Democratic miinority, to- 
day delivered in the House what is 
regarded as the Democratic key-note 
speech of the coming congressional 
campaign. 

Mr. Clark had prepared his address 
with. great care and spoke at length, 
giving. facts and figures in. support of 
his contention that the tariff had not 
been honestly revised and that the Re- 
publican majorit» in Congress had eén- 
deavored to trick the people. 

He said in part: 

“In making a speech in defense of his 
tariff bill Mr. Chairman Payne ap- 
peared to be performing a disagreeable 
stunt. He did not exhibit his usual en- 
thusiasm or his old-time felicity of 
expression. He appeared to be in about 
as cheerful a frame of mind as a lawyer 
appointed by the Court defending with- 
out fee a man that he feels certain will 
be convicted and hanged. 

Payne’s Fergetfulness. 

“Mr. Chairman Payne was evidently 
in a very fretful state. He also seems 
to be afflicted wit? a new disease, 
‘intermittent forgetfulness.’ He re- 
membered with great vividness the 
soup houses of 1893 and 1894, but when 
it came to the soup houses of 1907, a 
very recent occurrence, and the soup 
houses of 1873, his memory failed him 
utterly. 

It does not need a psychologist or 
phrenologist to account for this state 
of mind on his part, the reason being 
that the soup houses of 1878 and 1907 
were under Republican administrations, 
and under tariff laws passed by the 
Republican party, while the soup houses 
of 1893, through the outgrowth of a 
panic caused by a Republican tariff 
bill, sprang up when a Democratic Pres- 
ident was in office. 

“The gentleman declared they put up 
the tariff on hosiery and de‘a conse- 
quence the price of hosiery has gone 
down. He declared they put up. the 
tariff on wines and as a consequence 
the price of wines has gone up. 

Made to Work Both Ways. 

“He seems to -be playing both ends 
against the middle, for it must be ap- 
parent to any sane man that, if putting 
up the tariff on hosiery made ‘the 
price of hosiery go down then, by the 
same logic, putting up the tariff on 
wine would have made the price of 
wine go down. 

Mr. Clark then attacked the sugar 
schedules. of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law and ridiculed Republican claims of

Shields Saturday afternoon on warrants 


charging the theft and rifling of a 
mafl pouch and with forging the signa- 
ture to a money order. 

Mulcahy admitted his guilt, while Fol- 
len protested his innocence. The bond 
for each was fixed at $6000. Follen will 
have a preliminary hearing next Sat- 
urday. Neither was able to furnish 
bail and they were ordered confined in 
the City Jail. 

The issuance of the warrants fol- 
lowed a confession to Postoffice In- 
spectors ‘C. L. Patterson and F. W. 
Reuter in the presence of Capt. 
Schoppe at the Carr Street Police Sta- 
tien by Mulcahey that he stole a mail 
bag from Union Station, cut it open and 
rifled it of the registered letters that it 
contained. 

The maximum penalty for stealing a 
pouch is three years, for rifling it is the 
same penalty, and for forging a money 
order’ it is five. years. 

Mulcahey’s wife and Follen, who were 
with Mulcahey in his room when he 
was arrested, and were also arrested, 
are exonerated by him, and Mrs. Mul- 
cahey las been released. 

Mulcahey broke down and wept when 
informed that his wife was under ar- 
rest. He exonerated her of all guilt 
and said that Fallen had nothing to 
do with the stealing of the pouch.

May 21—Sister Candide, 4 
nun famous in France for her charities, 
and who has enjoyed for years the con- 
fidence and esteem of the best class 
of people, was arrested today on a 
charge of the larceny of jewelry from 
merchants who had entrusted it to her 
to sell. Her arrest was hastened by 
the suicide of Dr. Leon Petit, a well- 
known Paris physician, who left letters 
incriminating her in other shady trans- 
actions. 

Although the jewels were worth only 
a few thousand francs, those who claim 
intimate knowledge of the facts say 


.that labilities of 4,000,000 francs ($300,- 


000) have already been located, and 
that the exposure now assured will 
show the career of this woman in holy 
garb to have been more remarkable 
in many ways than that of the notori- 
cus Mme, Humbert or that of Cassie 
Chadwick. . 
. Hew Geods Were Obtained. 

Publicity has been given so far only 
to the complaints of the jewelers. They 
Say she represented to them that she 
had wealthy friends who would like 
to help her otherwise than by outright 
gifts and who would buy things from 
her on commi:.ion. She mentioyed par- 
ticularly some Americans who wished 
to help her charities in this way. 

The jewelers became anxious when 
time dragged on without a report from 
the nun. Pursuing their inquiry, the 
merchant say they found that she had 
pawned the property. 

Their attorneys were preparing to 
bring criminal action against Sister 
Candide when the news came out today 
of the suicide of Dr. Petit, who had 
been prominently associated with her 
in charity work. Notes left by him 
declared he was innocent, but confessed 
that the nun had sown death and ruin 
around him, and that, rather than in- 
cur the shame of public suspicion, he 
chose to end his life. 

With this development an order of 
arrest was issued for Sister Candide, 
and she was arraigned in court. There 
she said she had passed the gems to 
friends, whose identity she would not 
disclose. She would soon return the 
goods or send the money, she said.
